WASHINGTON^ — " ij.S. officials 
yesterday reacted coolly to Prime 
Minister Menahem Be gin's sugges- 
tion that the U.S. establish a 
military base in Israel to help 
resolve the current . fighting 
between Iran and Iraq. 

The response followed Bogin’s 
revelation yesterday that the U.S. 
had approached him about the 
possibility of an Israel-U.S. defence 
pact and the use of the IStalon air- 
base in Sinai. Be told this to an im- 
provised press conference during 
his visit to an IDF training centre in 
Glvat Olga. ■ 

The State Department spokesman 
confirmed that Israel had offered 
its facilities to the U.S. But the 
spokesman noted that the Camp 
David > agreements call for the 
demilitarization of two major air- 
bases in Sinai from which Israel Ls 
scheduled to withdraw in 1983. . 

Clearly, U.S. officials were not 
pleased by Be gin's public offer to 
the U.S. They tend to regard such 
Israeli statements as unnecessarily 
provocative to the Arabs, and es- 
pecially. those willing to assist the 
U.S. ' 

Officials here said there has been 
no formal proposal for the U.S. and 
Israel to establish a mutual defence 
pact, although the concept has been 
floated repeatedly in the past. 

At this stage, the UJS. believes 
that it would be more productive to 
avoid any overt strategic or 
military relationship with Israel in 
trying to advance U.S. goals in the 
region. .

NEW YORK (AP). — U.S. Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter said yesterday 
that the expulskmaf Israel from the 
UN “would raise the gravest 
questions" about future U.S. par- 
ticipation in the international 
body’s deliberations. 

“We will not permit it," Carter 
said while addressing the annual 
convention of the International 


Ladies Garment Workers Union. 

Press Secretary Jody Powell said 
Carter was referring to discussions 
about a challenge to Israel’s 
credentials that could result In that 
nation's expulsion. 

Arab foreign ministers had dis- 
cussed a possible move to oust 
Israel, but there has been no formal 
move to do so at the UN. 
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would throw his weight behind them 
at a cabinet meeting. 

Be declined to say when these ap- 
proaches had been made. 

The prime minister said that the 
Americans had approached him 
twice on the question of the Sinai 
base. “I replied that they would 
have to get President Anwar 
Sadat's agreement In keeping with 
the Camp David agreements.”

Sources close to the prime 
minister told The Jerusalem Post 
last night that they could not dis- 
cern any special significance in the 
timing of his remarks. The sources 
noted that almost Identical 
statements had been made several 
times in the past year. 

One source, however, said that 
reports had been coming from the 
U.S. recently suggesting that it was 
Israel whtdh was not Interested In a 
mutual defence pact and that ls 
the major impediment to the agree- 
ment. 

The source told The Post that 
although the prime minister’s state- 
ment ls not basically new, it may be 
that he chose to repeat it yesterday 
in order to put ah end to what he 
feels are misleading reports 
emanating from the U.S.

Shamir tells UN General Assembly: 

Pro-Arab solution won’t 
guarantee your oil

NEW YORK. - The conflict 
between Iran and Iraq shows the 
folly of placating the Arabs to en- 
sure the world's oil supply, Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir told the 
UN General Assembly yesterday.

He criticized the member nations 
of the General Assembly for their 
lack o! support tor the peace 
process under way between Israel 
and Egypt 

“Perhaps the most cynical ex- 
pTOsshm e»f the g?p- between the 
original vision of the UN and the 
reality prevailing in the organiza- 
tion today has been the refusal of 
the UN to adopt and encourage the 
Camp David accords and the sub- 
sequent peace treaty, ’’ Shamir 
said. 

The minister decried the “unhap- 
py phenomenon" at the UN, which 
he said “betrayed its own raison 
d’etre by rejecting an historic step 
towards peace and played into the 
hands of the enemies of peace, the 
rejectionlsts, and the war- 
mongers.” 

“The ability of the UN to end the 
bloodshed between Iraq and Iran 
will be a yardstick of the 
organization's ability to fulfill its 
role.” said 'Shamir.

Foreign Ministry sources said, 
yesterday that they would explain 
to Thom that the Persian Gulf con-

~ harm Europe’s oil supply than the 
Palestinian problem. 

But Thorn told reporters at the 
airport that it Is a misconception to 
v view his job as a way of guarantee- 
ing oil to Europe. 

“The Common Market has said 
. that the talks here and elsewhere in 
the Middle East are aimed at en- 
.- ding disputes In the area,” Thorn 
said. 

“I will report to the EC and then 
the leaders of the European states 
will decide what to do. Anyway, we 
have never talked about oil matters 
(on these missions),” he added. 

Thorn, a former prime minister 
of Luxembourg, met last night with 
■odor EC diplomats stationed in 
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Jerusalem and is slated for Ms first 
working session this morning at the 
Foreign Ministry before seeing 
Begin. 

.Officials here stress that Israel 
sees In Thorn a friend with a 
longtime record of sympathy for 
Israel's cause. While recalling his 
.friendship towards Israel, the of- 
ficials here note Israel's dis- 
pleasure at Thorn's recent meeting 
with PLO chief Yasser Arafat, and 
particularly at his exchange of 
letters with Arafat over the situa- 
tion in South Le banon. ~ 

A foreign 'ministry source said - 
that the exchange of, letters with 
Arafat is “sure to come up” In the 
talks today. 

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that Thom will meet this afternoon 
with at least 11 West Bank and Gaza 
leaders at the British Consul offices 
and residence In East Jerusalem. 
Among them are Gaza Mayor 
Rashad Shawwa, Bethlehem Mayor 
Elias Freij, Acting Nablus Mayor 
Zafer al-Masri, and former Jorda- 
nian parliament speaker Hlkmat 
al- Maori. 

Thom said he would sound them 
out on their views on the Middle 
East and “If they believe a solution 
to the dispute can be reached." 

Mass Jewish rally

Sunday with machlnegun fire. 

French Chief RabM Jacob Kaplan 
met yesterday with Interior 
Minister Christian Bonnet, who ex- 
pressed his outrage at the attacks 
and pledged that the government 
would fully assure the safety of the 
Jewish community. 

The demonstration today will be 
at the memorial for the unknown 
Jewish martyr.

“Despite our small size and 
limited resources, we have for 
decades devoted far greater efforts 
than might have been expected to 
assisting nations of the Third World 
In the development of their 
econofoles and societies,” said 
Shamir.

Shamir made no mention in his 
speech of a Liberian proposal, aired 
at the UN, for African countries to 
consider resumption of diplomatic 
ties with Israel after Egypt had 
already done so. 

Shamir made Israel's traditional 
call from the rostrum of the UN to 
the Soviet Union to remove all con- 
straints on Jews wishing to leave 
that country, and called an Syria to 
respect “the basic human rights of 
its Jewish community, which it 
holds as hostages." 

He also used the opportunity, 
while speaking of Israel's link to 
Jews everywhere, to remark on the 
condition of Jews In Iran. 

“Their situation is deteriorating 
from day to day,” said Shamir, ad- 
ding Israel “knows of the dif- 
ficulties in dealing with the present 
regime.”

BAGHDAD. — Iraq yesterday 
conditionally accepted a UN 
Security Council call for an end 
to its eight-day-old conflict with 
Iran — provided Iran also 
accepts it. There was no direct 
Iranian response to the UN 
resolution, but a Foreign 
Ministry spokesman In 
Teheran referred newsmen to a 
statement by President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr five 
days ago rejecting talks 
without prior Iraqi con- 
cessions. 

Iran yesterday also threaten- 
ed to extend the war to other 
Persian Gulf states if they do 
. not stop helping Iraq. 

Heavy Iranian air attacks hit the 
Iraqi cities of Basra and Fao, at the 
mouth of the Shatt al- Arab 
waterway. Iraq claimed capture of 
a key Iranian air base and Iran said 
its forces were counterattacking on 
the northern front. 

Iraq's special emissary lam at 
Kittani telephoned Baghdad's 
response to Sunday's unanimous 
call by the 15-member Security 
Council "to refrain Immediately 
from any further use of force.” The 
official Iraqi response, currently 
being translated, says that “Iraq is 
willing to accept the Security Coun- 
cil call if Iran does," a UN 
spokesman said. 

In a Teheran radio broadcast, Ira- 
nian Prime Minister Mohammed 
All Raja! warned other Gulf states 
■that Iran would “consider them as 
being in a state of war" if they do 
not stop helping Iraq “by air, on 
land and at sea by various means.” 
He specified Abu Dhabi, Kuwait, 
“and other similar states." as well 
as Jordan. 

At the same time the commander 


of Iran's navy. Admiral Afdai, said 
his ships were- ready to destroy 
Iraqi naval unite “sheltering” in the 
peats of other Persian Gulf states. 

“We hope to reach a political solu- 
tion on the departure of these units 
from foreign ports," he said. “If we 
cannot reach such a solution we will 
be compelled to destroy the Iraqi 
naval units wherever they are 1 n 
those ports." 

From Basra, UPI correspondent 
Joseph Reaves reported an Iranian 
attack aimed at the concrete bridge 
across tbe Shatt al-Arab waterway 
in the heart of Basra. 

One bomb bit a small oil support 
ship under the bridge and blew it up 
with a blast which shattered every 
window in Basra’s main hotel. 
Reaves said. 

Other Iranian attacks hit Fao at 
the mouth of the waterway and Iraq 
rushed large-scale reinforcements 
toward the area. 

Iraq said Its forces captured an 
Iranian air and radar base 90 km. 
inside Iran near Dezful, one of two 
major cities In the heart of Iran's 
oil-rich Khusestan province. Iran 
made no mention of the fighting. 

Baghdad had earlier offered to 
end the war on terms that would 
also end Iran’s traditional 
dominance of the Persian Gulf. 
Teheran quickly rejected the terms. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
in a broadcast Sunday night 
declared his country was "ready to 
stop the struggle and willing to 
negotiate and accept mediation.” 

As a condition of negotiations, 
however, he said Iran must 
recognize Iraqi sovereignty over 
the Shatt al-Arab waterway, sur- 
render three tiny Islands straddling 
the Strait of Hormuz and grant “full 
democratic rights in Iran” — an ap- 
parent call for a degree of 
(Continiied'bn pags't, col.

Khalil’s slip raises eyebrows

Abuhatzeira agrees 
to police questioning

TEL AVIV. ■ — One day after being 
officially informed he is suspected 
of breaking the law — and that 
parliamentary immunity does not 
apply to police questioning — 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira said he will talk with 
Investigators. 

"The minister is ready, even as 
early as tomorrow, to undergo 
police questioning,” said a state- 
ment issued yesterday by 
Abuhatzeira's lawyers. 


The police want to question the 
minister about alleged corruption 
in the ministry. They will also ex- 
amine allegations that Abuhatzeira 
took bribes during his term as 
Ramie mayor, and continued to do 
so during his ministerial tenure. 

Abuhatzeira's decision to meet 
with the police followed a meeting 
Sunday between his lawyers, 
Shlomo Toussia-Cohen and Mlcha 
Caspi, and Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir. 

In a statement issued after the 
meeting. Zamir confirmed for the 
first time that the minister is 
suspected of having broken the law. 
Zamir said that Abuhatzeira is to he 
treated by the police as an ordinary 
citizen, adding that the minister's 
parliamentary immunity does not 


exempt him' from answering their 
questions. 

Police would not comment 
yesterday on Abuhatzeira's deci- 
sion to submit to questioning, nor on 
reports that the minister does not 
want the questioning held In 
ministry chambers. 

Investigations chief NItzav 
Yehezkel Carthy has said that the 
police alone will determine the time 
and place of the inquiry. 

Sources close to the investigation 
said that the police will probably 
stick to their Sunday Inquiry date 
with the minister. But they did not 
rule out the possibility that Tatr 
NItzav Blny amin Siegel’s investiga- 
tion team might ''surprise” 
Abuhatzeira with a visit before 
then. 

The minister’s acquiescence In 
the inquiry ended weeks of specula- 
tion over whether Knesset action or 
a criminal indictment would be 
needed to bring Abuhatzeira and 
police investigators together. 

Itim quoted police sources last 
night as saying they expected the 
questioning of the minister to take 
“many hours, poesDUy spread over 
several days.” 

Sources close to the investigation 
said at least 10 Indictments can be' 
expected against persons for alleg- 
ed transfer of funds to non-existent 
religious institutions. 


Lahat wants to give grades to cinemas

Aharon Cohen, 
Mapam figure, 


Arabist, 
dies at 70 


Aharon Cohen, a leading Israeli 
Arabist and Mapam member, who 
was the central figure In a dramatic 
espionage trial in the 1960s. died 
yesterday of a heart attack. He was- 

70. 

The funeral will take place today 
at 3 p.m. at Sha'ar Ha' amakim, the 
kibbutz he helped found. Cohen la 
survived by his wife, son, and 
daughter. 

Cohen was sentenced In January 
1962 to five years in prison for three 
violations of a stringent law on con- 
tacts with foreign agents. The 
Supreme Court ruled in September 
1962 that Cohen's contacts with 
members of the Soviet embassy 
who were reportedly Intelligence 
agents began innocently, but later 
reached a stage where he 
transmitted information under cir- 
cumstances which totally ruled out 
the innocuous reason he had given 
for the contacts. 

The names of the agents Involved 
and the Identity of the country they 
represented were released for 
publication only In 1970, when 
Cohen threatened to sue former 
Security Services Chief Isser Harel. 

The minutes of the trial released 
at the time (after the Soviet Union 
had long severed relations with 
Israel In 1967) showed that Cohen 
had for three years been in contact 
with members of the Soviet 
diplomatic mission who were listed 
formally as members of the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences. 

The Supreme Court reduced 
Cohen’s sentence to two and a half 
years, and President Zalman 
Shazar pardoned him after he had 
served 17 months. 

Supreme Court Justice Moahe 
Landau, who was among the ma- 
jority that upheld Cohen’s convic- 
tion on two of the three charges, ex- 



pressed the court’s unease with the 
state security law under which 
Cohen had been tried. 

Lan da u said the law required that 
if a defendant did not give a 
"reasonable explanation” for his 
contacts with a foreign agent, the 
court would find Mm guilty of hav- 
ing delivered secret information to 
that agent — even though the court 
might actually be satisfied that the 
defendant had Indeed done no such 
thing. 

Justice Landau said that the law 
was unfair, and even concern for 
the security of the state should not 
be permitted to justify such a 
perversion of the accepted laws of 
evidence. The law was later amend- 
ed. 

Cohen was born In Bessarabia in 
1910 and come to Israel in 1929. He 
was a delegate to the Zionist 
Congress in Lucerne in 1980 and 
was sent to Rumania after the out- 
break of World War H to organize 
"Illegal” Immigration.

Doctors guilty of minor violations 
will be warned the first time; if 
they continue to violate the 
regulations, they will be brought 
before a disciplinary court. 

The heads of medical 


organizations must take steps to 
see that their employees do not 
advertise themselves. Otherwise 
the heads of these medical 
organizations must also expect to 
face disciplinary action, the com- 
mittee warns. 

The committee also asks 
reporters to stress when they quote 
a doctor whether or not the 
statements attributed to him were 
condensed from a medical journal. 

The committee is particularly 
concerned -about physicians who 
write in the dally press or allow 
themselves to be Interviewed in a 
manner which boosts their reputa- 
tion at the expense of serving the 
public. 

The committee consists of the 
IMA’s legal adviser and ethics com- 
mittee chairman, and a represen- 
tative from the ministry.

The probation service 
recommended that the appellant 
not be imprisoned due to his special 
condition. It proposed Instead that 
he be obliged to give public service, 
according to a recent amendment 
to the penal -code, which allows a 
court that has convicted a man — to 
obligate him to give unpaid public 
service In his spare time.

HAIFA. — Lake Klnneret has been 
saved from the biological death 
predicted for it by foreign experts. 

This good news was reported by 
Tohal Bin-Nun, director of the 
Oceanographic and Limnological 
Institute, earlier this week. He was 
speaking at the opening session on 
Sunday of the 31st annual con- 
ference here of the Zoological 
Society of Israel. 

The lake's new lease on life Is the 
result of a decade of research by 
two scientists, Colette and Salvador 
Serruya, who operate the Institute's 
Klnneret Research Station at 
Tabgha. 

Bin-Nun told the conference that 
the Serruyas’ study has made it 
possible to understand the 
biological processes in the lake and 
keep them under control. He said 
that the dire predictions of the 
foreign experts had been made 
without sufficient data. At the time, 
these predictions were widely 
reported in the Israeli press. 

Bin-Nun also said that the In- 
stitute was now able to give 
operative Instructions to Mekorot, 


which uses the Klnneret as the 
country's principal water reser- 
voir, to make possible the max- 
imum use of the lake's resources. 

He told The Jerusalem Post that 
the institute was now able to deter- 
mine what the lake's minimum 
water level should be at any time, 
thus making it unnecessary to 
waste millions of cubic metres of 
rain water which until now have 
been allowed to flow down the Jor- 
dan In winter to avoid flooding. 

The lake's water level had been 
kept higher than now appears 
necessary in order to avoid salinity 
which it had been feared would 
result If the level was allowed to 
drop too low. 

Bin-Nun also said that the in- 
stitute had been instrumental in the 
Serruyas' Immigrating to Israel 
from Switzerland and settling In 
Rosh Pina.

Nessim Gaon sued by 
Jerusalem architect 

A Jerusalem man who helped 
Swiss businessman Nessim Gaon 
purchase a piece of land on which to 
build his home is suing the financier 
for refusing to pay him a broker's 
commission. 

In a suit presented to Jerusalem 
District Court, architect Uri 
Ponger contends that in 1979 he 
found a site overlooking the Temple 
Mount as Gaon had requested him 
to, and that after visiting' it, Gaon 
bought the parcel of land for 5750,- 
000 . 

Ponger claims that he twice ask- 
ed Gaon to pay him a two per cent 
broker's, fee, totaling $15,000 but 
that Gaon refused, arguing that as 
an overseas resident he was ex- 
empt from the payment. 

Gaon has not yet presented a 
counter-claim. The financier is 
president of the World Sephardi 
Federation.

Fierce defence halts Iraqi army at Ahvaz

BASRA. — Pierce fighting was 
reported here to be raging in Ahvaz 
yesterday for control of the capital 
of Iran's oil province. Witnesses 
who reached the Ahvaz radio sta- 
tion 20 km. south-east of Ahvaz, 
said It was clear that a rapid Iraqi 
advance across Khuzestan had 
been brought to a halt. 

Iraqi officers said their troops 
had penetrated the provincial 
capital, earlier reported as "cap- 
tured'’ by Baghdad, but that Ira- 
nian forces were holding a ragged 
line north of the city centre. 

They said Iranian artillery In the 
foothills of the Zagros mountains, to 
the north-east of Ahvaz, was 
blasting Iraqi forces who were 
besieging the city In a two-pronged 
pincer movement. 

The officers admitted that their 
farces had not completely ringed 
Ahvaz, some 70 km. from the Iraqi 
border, and that the Iranian 
defenders could be receiving rein- 
forcements and supplies from the 
north-east. 

Iraqi troops were not using their 
artillery against the city itself. 


because thousands of civilians — 
most of them Iranian Arabs — were 
believed to be trapped by the 
fighting. The population of Ahvaz is 
about 300,000. 

On their return to Basra, the 
witnesses quoted Iraqi officers as 
saying they had met no serious 
resistance when they stormed 
across the border in this sector last 
Friday. 

The trail of abandoned Iranian 
military vehicles across the dry 
scrubland leading to Ahvaz tended 
to confirm that Iraqi forces had 
quickly overwhelmed a series of 
small fortified positions In their 
first assault, the witnesses said. 

At the big Iranian military base 
some 25 km. south-east of Ahvaz, 
several Iranian soldiers were said 
to have been killed and some cap- 
tured during a brief battle. 

The five-atorey modern buildings 
In the camp had been heavily 
damaged by tank and artillery fire.

S. African court quashes

Doctors perfect vaccine 
against hepatitis *6’ virus 


NEW YORK (AP). — A new vac- 
cine has been shown to be almost 
completely effective in preventing 
hepatitis B, a viral liver infection 
common among some groups of 
people in the U.S. and a major 
health problem in parts of Africa 
and Asia, doctors said on Sunday. 

Dr. Wolf Szmuness, who headed 
the first large-scale trial of the vac- 
cine, predicted It would have an Im- 
portant Impact on world health If It 
were made available. 

The experimental vaccine must 
still be approved for marketing by 
the U.S. Food and Drug Ad- 


ministration. But Szmuness, of the 
New York Blood Centre, predicted 
that approval would come based on 
the results of his study and another 
large-scale study of the vaccine run 
by the Federal Centre for Disease 
Control. 

"In this country, (the U-S.j, the 
vaccine will probably be given only 
to high-risk people. There is not any 
reason to give it routinely to 
children," Szmuness said In an in- 
terview. 

"In other parts of the world, this 
will be very desirable," he said.

of Uranium 28 S. 

One nuclear scientist. Friedel 
Sellschop of Johannesburg's 
Witwatersr and University, said this 
process could be used In theory to 
manufacture materials for a 
nuclear bomb, "but very slowly and 
at an enormous cost in money, time 
and manpower." 

The Star noted that virtually the 
entire annual production of enrich- 
ed uranium would be needed, 
however, to power the country's 
first nuclear power stlon, which 
was to begin operation an January 
1. 1983 Koeberg.

The ' mere normalization of 
relations. — for Instance, an in- 
crease In trade with the Soviet 
Union, which had accounted for 
only l or 2 per cent of total Finnish 
foreign trade before the war, to the 
bare minimum — waa. not suf- 
ficient. in his opinion. 

A non-socialist politician. 
Kekkonen has on many occasions 
declared his confidence that the 
Finns would remain Immune to 
Ideological contamination. On the 
contrary, the more advantageous 
cooperation Is for both sides, the 
more secure mutual friendship and 
non-interference will be. 

THE TWO SIDES of the problem of 
Finnish-Soviet co-existence, the 
“legitimate" (as PaasUdvi put it*. 
Soviet interest of defence in an area 
which, according to Moscow, has 
for long served as a corridor for

The treaty of 3948 has been 
applied through a variety of 
cultural and social forms of 
cooperation, paralleled by similar 
activities within the framework of 
Flnnish-Soandln avian cooperation, 
but unprecedented In the dealings 


ISRAEL IS bracing Itself for 
another session of the U.N. General 
Assembly, during which there will 
quite probably be an attempt to oust 
It from that body. And we have 
become used to thinking there Is lit- 
tle we can hope for from that 
Assembly, given the disposition of 
forces there. 

Yet only a month back, and not 
too long after the fiasco of the U.N.- 
sponsored conference oh women at 
Cbpenhagen. an Israeli delegation 
defeated an Arab sponsored- motion 
at another U.N. convention.

Adaptable Australians

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WHAT DO a physics teacher, a 
member of Kibbutz Ylzre’el. the 
director of public relations at the 
Hebrew University and the 
Ministry of Education's English In- 
spector for the Jerusalem district 
ail have In common? 

They're all Australians, all have 
been through Habonim, and all are 
wondering which of their former 
haueriw wHI show up on September 
SO at Beit Hagdudlm In Moshav 
Avlhayl] for the 40th anniversary of 
Australian Habonim. 

Some 700 families are expected to 
participate. They may not all share 
a Habonim background, but they'll 
all be glad to see fellow Aussies 
with whom they grew up. There will 
be former members of Betar, also, 
and of Bnel Akiva and Hashomer 
Hatzalr. 

Nobody quite recalls the exact 
start of the Movement In Australia, 
but the most reliable version Is 
probably that of Plnchas Vardln, 
one of the founders. His family had 
escaped frdm Austria, and arrived 
in Melbourne in 1939. His older 
brother, Shmuel, had been a Zionist 
youth leader in Vienna; in 
Melbourne Shmuel found himself In 
a vacuum. Michael Drorl, a young 
man from Poland, shared many of 
his notions. After several false 
starts, they formed a group, based 
on a shared nostalgia for Zionist 
youth movements In Germany, 
Austria and Poland. The members 
were all between 18 and 22. 

All of them were jobless, and 
studies had to be shelved tem- 
porarily or for good. They felt more 
than, the need to continue a 
.tradition; they had to overcome 
their sense of alienation. 

Plnchas listened to them talking 
over their plans. They agreed they 
would be non-political but that the 
group would have a Labour Zionist 
orientation. 

THE IDEA might have petered out 
but for the arrival of Prof. David 
Tabor, a Cambridge physicist. 
Tabor had been active In British 
Habonim, 'whose framework and 
guidelines he'd Introduced first In 
Mel borne, then Sydney, Perth and 
Adelaide. 

Plnchas was also the founder of 
Heatid, a junior group. Its 
members included Pixie (Isaac). 
Ernest, who would be among the 
first three Australians to study at a 
machon In Israel, in February 3948, 
but was not the first Australian 
Habonlmnlk to come on allya. 
Michael Doarl enjoyed that distinc- 


tion. He and his wife Betty were 
among the founders of Kfar 
Hanassi. They also created 
Habonim 's family-image. 

The first allya group was formed 
in 1942 but only in 194S did it see the 
establishment of the first 
hachshara,' training-farm in 
Sprlngvale, later moved to 
Maroons. 

Jack and Cellna Beris are 
another Habonim couple settled In 
Israel. Jack waa Responsible for the 
construction of Klryat Wolfson In 
Jerusalem and a 22-storey apart- 
ment building In Haifa, believed the 
largest in Israel.

The expected attack was soon 
mounted. Shawkl Arm all, the PLO 
representative, who Is the legal ad- 
viser of the PLO secretariat In 
Geneva, accused Israel of “mass 
slayings and torture of the Palesti- 
nian people under the guise of 
Zionism." 

The Israeli delegation Immediate- 
ly countered that "Israel is the only 
country in the area where the rule of 
law is enforced In all aspects of 
public and private life, where every 
complaint Is examined, (and) 
where the Red Cross representative 
can see every prisoner privately 
within fourteen days of arrest.” 

The encounter of the Israeli and 
the PLO delegations dominated the 
congress, and diverted • attention 
from the more basic issues of the 
congress. 

Bach lost no opportunity to res- 
pond to the PLO allegations, and 
earned the respect of many of the 
participants. However, the tone of 
the exchanges became so low and 
insulting that he felt, finally, there 
was no point in further responses, 


characteristic of Finland.** During 
the Porkkala negotiations in 1955, it 
was he who announced that Finland 
would join the Nordic Council, after 
three years of hesitation.

A policy of neutrality in harmony 
with the Finnish-Soviet Treaty of 
3948 has thereafter characterized 
the Kekkonen Line 'in Finnish 
Foreign policy. 

The special nature of Finland's 
neutrality has been highlighted in 
many Finnish -Soviet communiques 
released on the occasion of top 
meetings between the two coun- 
tries, as well as in the correspon- 
ding statements made after the 
numerous state visits which 
Kekkonen has paid to, or received 
from. Western countries. 

Finland's exceptional position 
between East and West explains the 
considerable International activity 
displayed by President Kekkonen 
in the ' 60 s and '70s. One of his moat 
important goals, to lessen the risk 
of confrontation In the north of 
Europe through bilateral or mul- 
tilateral agreements, Including the 
establishment of a nuclear-free 
zone, is directly related to his own 
country's security. 


and said so. 

The congress began finally to 
draft Its resolutions, and the PLO 
changed its tack. Its original 
proposal had called for an end to 
torture and Ill-treatment of 
prisoners in South Africa, Namibia 
and “Arab Occupied Territories in- 
cluding Palestine.” (Israel was 
never referred to). 

THE RESOLUTION was first 
brought before the regional com- 
mittee in which Israel participated ; 
it Included Western Europe and 
other nations not clearly associated 
with a particular region. Bach 
presented a legal argument that the 
congress was not empowered to 
vote on a resolution which effective- 
ly withdrew international recogni- 
tion from a member state. 

He added that the members of the 
delegation were judges, lawyers, 
authorities on tbe prevention of 
crime, and they should not allow 
themselves to be used politically. 

Bach proposed a general resolu- 
tion condemning torture but 
avoiding mention of any particular 
country. The initial response of 
many of the delegations was only 
lukewarm since previous con- 
gresses had adopted similar 
resolutions. 

Bach concedes that he made an 
Impassioned appeal to the 
delegates, and he "played- on their 
professionalism." I told my fellow 
delegates, he said last week, "that 
they should ask themselves whether 
they would be able to look 


So was his initiative in preparing 
the Conference on Security and 
. Cooperation in Europe, which 
Finland hosted. The ideas of the 
CSCE and of international disarma- 
ment, for which he has campaigned 
in many ways, both serve what he 
thinks are the overriding national 
interests of his country: there is no 
alternative to detente but conflict, 
possibly another world war. 

Considering that In our times a 
general war would mean a deadly 
risk to the security of any state, 
even if It la trying to stay outside 
the conflict, Kekkonen has not con- 
cealed his aversion during the past 
20 years to any measure that in- 
creases tension and threatens 
peace. 

IT IS SOMEWHAT Ironic that the 
term “Finlandizatlon" has become 
part of the arsenal of some Western 
critics at a time when Finland's 
relations with the Wert are develop- 
ing more rapidly than at any period 
since the war. 

For Kekkonen, who in the 1940s 
was one of the first to realize and to 
tell his countrymen that Finland 
would have to manage alone 
without any illusions of Western in- 
tervention, such comments that Ig- 
nore history must provide an occa- 
sion for looking proudly back at hia 
own achievements. 

One should Indeed think of 
Finland In 1944 and compare It with 
tbe country as it stands today.

themselves In the face next morning 
when shaving." 

SEVERAL delegates later admitted 
that the moral aspect of the case 
had weighed on them when they 
voted. Bach reinforced this by urg- 
ing them not to consult their 
Foreign Ministries but rather vote 
according to their professional con- 
science. 

When the amended resolution was 
brought to the vote in the regional 
committee, it passed by ode vote. 
The resolution was finally adopted 
with & simple majority In the 
plenary session, and fixe upset of the 
Arab bloc and their automatic allies 
became the sensation of the con- 
gress. Among those who voted with 
Israel were most of the Western 
European nations, several Latin 
American countries, and even the 
Indian delegate. 

Bach has returned even more con- 
vinced that Israel must participate 
In all these international 
gatherings. He feels that an Israeli 
defeat at such congresses is not in- 
evitable. He readily admits, though, 
that the Caracas congress was 
peculiar in that it included a - 
predominantly professional ele- 
ment in the make-up of the 
delegations. The next convention is . 
scheduled for 1985 in Morocco. "I'm - 
quite willing to try again,” says 
Bach.

He 
argued that a more just sharing of 
the burden will also be In store for 
the nation In the event of a Labour 
return to power. The standard of 
living would be frozen for at least a 
year,” he announced. 

Ya'acobl said that the basis for a 
Labour economic rehabilitation 
programme would be a comprehen- 
sive socio-economic treaty with the 
Hlstadrut, which would insure the 
economy of stability and industrial 
peace.

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Talking too much 





EVERYONE in this country seems to be agreed that the war 
still raging In the Persian Gulf between two neighbouring 
Moslem states, Iraq and Iran, offers Israel a golden opportunity 
to expose the popular falsehood about the centrality of the 
Palestinian issue to the peace of the Middle East. 

The point was made by Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir in 
an address to the UN General Assembly yesterday. Presumably 
it will also be made to Gaston Thorn, the European Com- 
munity’s emissary who starts his visit here today. 

It Is indeed a point worth reiterating on every suitable occa- 
sion in the coming days and weeks: that the true cause of Middle 
East instability., and the real threat to orderly oil supplies from 
the area, stems from the deep-seated Ultra- Moslem, and intra- 
Arab, power rivalries, that have paved the way for the Soviet 
Union’s Intrusion into the region. 

There is nothing terribly new in the argument, but the cir- 
cumstances of Iraq's assault on Iran may grant It better hear- 
ing than before. Provided, of course, that Israel’s ‘‘infor- 
mation’* experts do not try to stretch it Into a blanket justifica- 
tion of the Likud government’s plan to appropriate the Arab- 
inhabited areas across the “green line’* under the guise of 
autonomy. 

Spokesmen for this country Bhould also, by general agree- 
ment. stress that a victory for Iraq, the aggressor, and a rejec- 
tionist state to boot, could have ruinous consequences for the 
region, indeed for the entire world. Before it is consummated, it 
could bring on the threatened Iranian retaliation against oil in- 
stallations throughout the Gulf area. 

Plainly, an Iraqi victory would force Israel to focus much 
greater attention than before cm its eastern front. 

Beyond making this much clear, the duty of Israel’s leaders is 
only to keep their silence. That, presumably, is what Premier 
Begin meant In recommending a “low profile” on the Gulf war, 
to the members of the Knesset Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee at a meeting this week. 

But what the country has In fact been subjected to in the past 
several days Is an escalating cacophony of inanities on the sub- 
ject of the war. This started with the gratuitous advice of Aluf 
Ye ho s hu a Saguy, the IDF’s intelligence chief, to the Iranians 
that it would be a good idea for them to bomb the Baghdad 
nuclear centre, where Iran’s future atom bombs would be 
hatched. Then came the public assurance of Mordechai Zipori, 
the deputy defence minister, that 'if only Iran made up with 
Israel, it would be duly rewarded with all sorts of assistance. 
This “information 1 ’ no doubt raised our ratings in American opi- 
nion where the little matter of the hostages held in Iran Is still 
alive. 

Yesterday Mr. Begin himself, after taking some exception to 
his deputy's unauthorized pronunciamento, joined the strange 
chorus, indeed brought it up to a crescendo, by making It public 
that Israel had aided the Kurdish Insurgents In Iraq with 
weapons, experts and money between 1960 and 1975. Some “low 
profile,” indeed. 


What’s in a shekel? 


THIS DAY ushers in a new era in Israel's monetary system: we 
finally have a true Hebrew shekel, instead of the Roman-French 
lira, and we have dropped a zero in the process. 

Apart from that, nothing much has changed. In the entire 
history of currency reforms there is probably no other example 
of such a meaningless and wasteful exercise. 

It is wasteful in two respects. First, there is the cost of the con- 
version Itself — the reprogramming of computers throughout 
the country, the printing of untold tons of new forms, of new 
checks, and so on. There Is no telling exactly how much this has 
cost. But guesses put the expense at hundreds of millions of llrot 
— or rather tens of millions of shekels. 

Secondly, there is the waste of a currency reform idea that 
may one day have been Introduced as the last measure in a 
process of stabilizing the economy. With the goingrate of infla- 
tion, we shall have to drop another zero from the denomination 
of the currency in a little over three years. 

What shall we call the currency then? Will it be a kifcor, the 
only other truly Hebrew denomination that comes to mind, or 
shall we have to go back to the assimon or the zuss, which are not 
Hebrew and in any case stand for small coin, or to the dinar — 
which will certainly be unacceptable because It la used In so 
many Arab countries? 

The conversion to the shekel is one of the initiatives that must 
be attributed almost exclusively to the Bank of Israel. The cen- 
tral bank proposed the conversion — one cannot really call it a 
reform — In the belief that the government's declared war on in- 
flation would be effective, and that stabilization was just around 
the corner. 

The Bank of Israel justifies the conversion by referring to a 
Knesset resolution of 1969, which called for denominating the 
currency as a shekel, a good, heart-warming Hebrew coin, in- 
stead of the lira Inherited from the British mandatory regime. 

Our national pride having been salved, there was also — so 
the central bank says — the need to drop a zero. In addition, our 
coins were too big, and their metal content exceeded their 
nominal value. So now we have small change that looks like 
children’s toy coins. If the former coins tore holes in our 
pockets, the new ones will get lost in the seams. 

The last, clinching argument used by the central bank Is psy- 
chological. The dropping of the zero, they say, will make people 
more conscious of the value of the coin of the land. 

To err is human, of course. But to forgive such a succession of 
egregious errors is surely divine.

REFLECTIONS ON 


THE WAR 


ZALMAN SHOVAL MK considers some of the conse- 
quences of ‘the latest conflagration in the region.’ 
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THE OUTCOME of the fraq-Iron 
war is not yet clear, though Iraq 
seems to have the upper hand at 
this stage. And it is, of course, 
much too early to dissect and 
analyse the respective tactics and 
strategies — as all the mi l i ta r y ex- 
perts are sure to do at interminable 
length in the coming months. 

But here, for what they are 
worth, are some rather general, ■ 
end not necessarily related, obser- 
vations about the latest conflagra- 
tion in the region. 

• The adage that International 
agreements become worthless the 
moment one of the parties con- 
cludes that its interests can be 
better served by breaking them still 
bolds true. 

• ,Peace agreements, friendship 
pacts, non-aggression treaties are a 
good thing to have — but they all 
seem to have a tendency to fray at 
the edges once a nation's capability 
to defend itself becomes 
questionable, and especially when 
Internal disorder and anarchy in- 
vite aggression. 

• Not only is Israel not the ex- 
clusive, or even the principal, cause 
of Instability in the Middle East, 
she may Indeed be the area's single 
factor of stability. 

• The area will not turn into a 
“Middle Eastern Benelux" the mo- 
ment the Arab-Israel conflict is 
settled (implying, of course, that 
such a settlement Is held up only 
because of Israel’s “intransigence” 
on Jerusalem, the refugee problem, 
etc.). 

Indeed, tensions, strife and 
bloodshed in the region are bound to 
Increase in direct proportion to the 
ever-growing competition for its oil 
reserves. Hence, the Arab-Xaraeli 


conflict is not the 'area’s main 
destabilizing factor. Nor is the 
Palestinian problem jthe “crux of 
the problem," as Is often claimed. 

• The U.S. — and indeed all of the 
West — have not yet been able to 
evolve a sound and tenable strategy 
to ensure success In the contest for 
the world’s energy sources and oil 

. routes. America's former mainstay 
in the area, the shah of Iran, was 
allowed to be toppled from power 
(though even In the shah’s heyday 
Iran never was as formidable a 
bulwark as the shah and some of his 
American friends believed it to be). 

President Carter’s national 
security adviser and some of the 
State Department’s “Middle East 
hands" now seem to be conjuring 
up an “ Amerlcan-Islamlc 
Alliance. ’’ They explain that 
“Ideological" .differences need not 
be a hindrance to such a concept, 
hinting at the possibility that Iraq 
— which has lately made all sorts of 
noises to indicate its supposedly 
growing coolness towards the 
Soviet Union — could and should 
play a leading role in the proposed 
alliance. _ 

Unfortunately, however, Iraq 
a till seems to prefer Its ties and 
supply arrangements with the 
Soviet Union, and one of the first 
things Baghdad did after the 
fighting broke out was to dispatch 
Its vice-president to Moscow to 
coordinate activities. 

• Wasn't the nuclear equipment 
and the enriched uranium supplied 
by France to Iraq supposed to be 
for peaceful purposes? Why, then, 
did the Iraqis urgently- demand 
recently that France speed up the 
completion of the contract (with 
Paris complying, of .course...) 


• True, while the fighting Is going 
on. Israel’s Eastern Front will be 
less volatile. True, also, the Instinc- 
tive and normal reaction of most 
Israelis to the Iranians and Iraqis 
fighting each other is a delighted 
rubbing of hands. 

But Israelis should be a bit more 
realistic. ' Regimes came and go, 
and even in a half-crazed situation 
like the one prevailing In Teheran, 
pressures of national survival may 
force doctrinaire fanaticism to 
make room for rational thinkin g. 

Be that as it may, as far as Israel 
is concerned, Iraq La the main 
adversary, not Iran, and if Iraq is 
victorious in its war with- Iran, it 
will be an even more dangerous 
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• Once having embarked on* 
military adventure (whatever the 
outcome), a fundamentally 
aggressive country like Ba'atMst 
Iraq — far from fitting the role of 
“policeman of the Persian Gulf" — 
could very well direct her energies 
elsewhere, be it towards Kuwait, 
Bahrein, Saudi Arabia, Oman,. 
Syria — or Israel. 

• This also raises some further 
questions with regard to the Labour 
Party’s “Jordanian option.” If this 
ever comes about, Israel could find 
hers ell lacing an even more serious 
threat than that of a PLO- 
domlnated West Ba nk . 

With Jordan in recent months 
having moved ever closer to Iraq, 
Twra.pl could conceivably find Itself 
facing not some Palestinian 
terrorists but the enhanced 
military potential of the Iraqis 
across her vulnerable borders. 

• Zb the news all bad, then? No, 
Iraq Is and has always been 
Egypt’s principal rival for 





dominance, or at least influence, in 
this part of the world. 

A more powerful Iraq would 
almost certainly strengthen 
Egypt’s desire to live In peace with 
Israel — the latter serving, among 
other things, as a not-inconvenient 
buffer against potential dangers 
from the north.

TRAVELLING through Europe this 
summer, one gained the impression 
that the governments and many of

disappearing fast. 

Reading the newspapers of tour 
countries — Britian, France, West 
Germany and Switzerland — one 
finds some notable exceptions to 
this tendency, particularly In Ger- 
many and Switzerland. But even 
here, there is little discussion of 
broader political or moral Issues. 
Thus, the Frankfurter ARpemefne, 
In an editorial in late July criticized 
the Bonn government's increasing- 
ly pro-Arab policy — not because 
the paper has any liking tor the 
Begin government which it has 
strongly criticized, but as a matter 
of prudence and for the sake of 
seme degree of balance. 


Israel’s ‘right to life’

BUT WHAT of the broader issues — 
especially the moral aspect? 

The German government tries to 
provide “balance” by pointing out 
that it ‘continues to support Israel’s 


right to exist. But what is one to say 
when the government of a country 
that 40 years ago was ruled by a 
regime that exterminated six 
million Jews, seeks credit today tor 
recognizing the right of three 
million to exist? 

Can reasonable people be ex- 
pected to see balance between a 
policy of support, supply and 
friendship for Arab nations proud of 
their membership in or association 
with the “Rejectioniat Front" 
against peace with Israel, and the 
low-key reiteration of the view that 
the Jewish state has a right to ex- 
ist? 

These questions have special 
poignancy for Germany, but they 
deserve to be asked of other coun- 
tries, too. Is there a single country 
in the world — from the Just- 


created Vanuatu to France, the 
U.S, or the Soviet Union — that 
would not find it at least strange.

Yet the Jews, one of the oldest and 
moat continuously persecuted peo- 
ple In history, are expected to ap- 
preciate the acknowledgment by 
others of their “right to fife.” 

Does it not occur to at least some 
Europeans (and Americans) that 
the recognition of someone’s right 
to exist as a matter of policy carries 
with it the implication of non- 
existence? For a right that is con- 
ferred can be taken away. 


EUROPEAN conversation 
partners find such questions 
irritating and Irrelevant. They see 
their governments properly con- 


cerned with the search tor a com- 
promise, a secure oil supply, and 
"peace." 

* The intractability of the Arab- 
Israeli conflict Is quickly reduced to 
intractability of the Begin govern- 
ment. Familiarity with the details 
off Israel’s “provocative," “uxfconF 
promising” or "ob s tr u c ti ve" -ac- 
tions and statements Is matched by 
avoidance or ignorance of larger 
political and moral issues. 

It Is never said explicitly that It’s 
all the fault of the Jews — one 
doesn’t use such language in polite 
society any more. But-it comes out 
that way If one reads Israel to mean 
Jews, which is not an unreasonable 
reading. All this sounds depressing- 
ly familiar. But the reality is very 
different, and a lot of people have 
yet to catch up with the difference.
